Claim 29 

An apparatus for remotely hosted phone application development using a first 
computer system , the apparatus comprising: 

means for receiving at the first computer system over a web interface a 
uniform resource identifier (URI) from a second computer system, the URI 
corresponding to the location of a phone application; 

means for sending a first message to a phone application platform 
responsive to the receiving the URI, using the first computer system, the first 
message corresponding to a request to make the phone application located at 
the URI available on the phone application platform at a telephone number; 
and 
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means for presenting to the second computer system a call flow 
generated by calls to the telephone number for the phone application on the 
phone application platform upon receiving a request from the second computer 
system, the call flow tracking a flow of execution for the calls. 



Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-35 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest receiving the phone application code at 
the computer based phone application platform . . . via a development platform 
web server, associating the phone application code with a telephone number 
for communicating with the telephone interface, and responsive to receiving a 
telephone call via the telephone number presenting a call flow to the remote 
computer, as recited in independent claims 1, 7, 10 and 28. Additionally, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest receiving at the first computer 
system a uniform resource identifier (URI) from a second computer system, the 
URI corresponding to the location of a phone application, sending a first 
message to a phone application platform responsive to the receiving the URI, 
using the first computer system, the first message corresponding to a request 
to make the phone application located at the URI available on the phone 
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application platform at a telephone number, and presenting to the second 
computer system a call flow generated by calls to the telephone number for the 
phone application on the phone application platform upon receiving a request 
from the second computer system, as recited in independent claims 15 and 29. 



The prior art of record, Leask et al. (USPN 6,412,106), disclosed phone 
application development using a call flow. However, Leask failed to disclose 
the independent claims as recited, at least including association of a telephone 
number and receiving a phone application code.
